JAPANESE CAN'T 


BEGOME CITIZENS 
BY NATURALIZATION 


U. S. Supreme Court Rules 
That Federal Statute For- 
bidding Such Naturaliza- 
tions Is Still in Effect. 


TWO SEPARATE CASES 
BEFORE THE COURT 


One an Appeal Brought by 
Japanese From Hawaii, 
the Other From State of 
Washington.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
in two cases today, ruled against tne 
Claim of Japanese to naturalization, 
holding that the statute forbidding 
such naturalization was still in force. 

In its finding the Court disposed 
of two cases, one brought from Ha- 
waii by Tako Ozawa against the 
United States and the other brought 
by Takuji Yamashita, and Charles 
Hio Koko against the Secretary of 
State at Washington. 


In the latter case both Japanese 


had been naturalized by a court of’ 


the State of Washington, but were 
refused incorporation asa real estate 
firm on the ground that their natu- 


cuit Court of Appeals, in considering 
the Ozawa case, suspended its de- 
cision and asked the Supreme Court 
for instruction as to whether Jap- 
anese were eligible for citizenship 
under the naturalization laws 
Questions Before Court.. 

The question largely turned upon 
whether Section 2169 of the revised 
statutes, restricting naturalization to 
“free white persons’ and those of 
African descent, was still in force.

“1. Is the naturalization act of 
June 29, 1906, limited by the pro- 
visions of section 2169 of the re- 
vised statutes of the United States?

Former Circuit Judge William N. 
Evans died at his home here Satur- 
day night, following an illness of 
more than a year. He was 73 years

time he was chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee. 

Evans, although he supported the 
candidacy of Breckinridge Long in 
the primary of last Aug. 1, for the 
nomination for the United States 
Senate, announced after Long’s de- 
feat that he wvuld support Senator 
Reed and advised that all Demo- 
crats do likewise. 

He was born t; Owsley County, 
Ky., and was admitted to the bar in 
1875. He was elected Superintend- 
ent of Schools in Webster County in 
1877, end in the’ following year 
moved to Oregon County where he 
served as Prosecuting Attorney for 
two terms. In 1885 he moved to 
West Plains and in 1888 he was one 
of the Grover Cleveland electors.

BELLAMY. STORER, 
FORMER DIPLOMAT, DIES 


Cincinnati Lawyer, Who Figured 
in Controversy With Roose- 
velt, Succumbs in Paris.

PARIS, Nov. 13.—Bellamy Storer, 


long prominent as an American 
diplomatist, died last night in & hotel 


here, where he and Mrs. Storer were 


staying. 


Bellamy Storer was a noted mem- 
ber of former President Theodore 
Roosevelt's Ananias Club. Storer, 
who had been a friend of Roosevelt 
in the latter’s early days in potitics, 
was appointed by Rodsevelt as Am- 


bassador at Vienna. | 

In 1906 came the sensational break 
in their relations. _It was stated 
at the time that Storer had neglect- 
ed his duties and had failed to an- 
swer official letters from Washing- 
ton. 

The real reason for his retirement, 
however, was believed to lie in Mrs. 
Storer’s zeal in her effort to obtain 
a Cardinal’s hat for Archbishop Ire- 
land of Minnesota. 

Mrs. Storer was a Cincinnati 
woman and a member of the Long- 
worth family. She was a Roman 
Catholic convert. Storer, who had 
been a politician of note in Ohio, 
followed her example. The tempest 
in diplomatic circles raised by Stor- 
er’s dismissal followed a long record 
of political service. 


Storer, who was American Am- 


'bassador ®& Austria-Hungary in 1902- 


06, previously had been Minister to 
Belgium. 1897-99, and Spain, 1899- 
1902. He was a member of the. Fif- 
t.,-second and Fifty-third Congresses, 
1891-95. 


1867. He entered the law two years 
later and was appointed an Assistant 
United States District Attorney. 

Statements by Roosevelt and 
Storer in the controversy over 
Storer’s dismissal raised the issue of 
veracity between them. Storer de- 
clared that Roosevent had sanc- 
tioned his visit to the Pope on Arch- 
bishop Ireland's behalf and Roose- 
velt replied flatly that he had not 
done any such thing. 

It was Storer'’s wife. who was 
Mary Longworth of Cincinnati, about 
whom evolved the strife incidental 
to Storer’s dismissal. She was the 
‘‘My Dear Maria” in series of letters 
written by the late President and 
published by Mrs. Storer in defense 
of her contention that her husband's 
removal had been an injustice. 

She was charged by the president 
with responsibility for complications 
which “caused her husband’s removal. 


Roosevelt accused Mrs. Storer with 


having delved too deeply in affairs 
of state and with seriously involving 
the United States with the Vatican 
and with the Governments of France, 
Spain and Austria-Hungary. 

Mrs. Storer. aunt of Nicholas 
Longworth. Roosevelt's son-in-law, 
was eodmother to Kermit Roosevelt.

WORKS OF KINNEY AND 


of Younger American Graphic 
Artists Shown. 


The St. Louis Art Museum is 


showing this month the work of two 
of the most prominent members of 
the younger generation of American | 
graphic artists, Troy Kinney, etcher, 
and Rudolph Ruzicka, wood en- 
graver, poth of New York. | 

Kinney was born in Kansas City, | 


| Mo., in 1871 and studied at the Art 


| Institute of Chicago and the New 
| York School of Art. A sojourn in 
| Spain is said to have awakened in 
| his mind the artistic’ possibilities of 
'the dance and ever since he has 


been the unexcelled graphic inter- 
preter of the art. His etahings of 


| the dance are carefully studied from 
| life, with some of the greatest danc- 
ers, including Pavliowa, Nijinski, | 


_Roshanara, Tortola, Adolf Bohm, |! | 


Fokine and Fokina, as models. 

In gathering his material, Kinney 
attended innumerable rehearsals and 
performances, viewing the dancers! 
from every angle. Often hours of 
careful observation were spent in 
transfixing a single significant ges- 
ture or rhythmic movement. Hav- 
ing once been grasped, the initial 
impression was analyzed carefully, 
then strengthened and developed, for 
Kinney’s etchings are finished works. 
of art and not impressionistic 
sketches, though they have the verve | 
and freedom of impressionistic work. | 

Numerous Prints Shown. 

These qualities are well exempli- 

fied by numerous prints in the eur- 


| rent exhibition at the museum, as 
for instance, in the delightful little 


etching, “The Seventh  Veil,”’ in

For Kinney’s etchings have a 
deeper significance than the mere 
rendition of movement. This exhub- 
erance and physica! exhaltation are 
also weil expressed in the plates of 
“Youth.” “Zephyr,” and “The Dance 
of the Vine.”’ 

The etching of Lopokova and Ni- 
jinski in ‘“‘Les SyiIphides” is delicht- 
ful for its fine pattern and its feel- 


|'ing for light and shade, as well! as 


for its inimitable rendition of tenu- 
ous, swirling drapery. and its sug- 
gestion of supple limbs moving with 
great rapidity. Other notable prints 
in the collection are “Vere Fokina 
in the Dance of Salome,” “Young 
Echo,” “Adeline Genee,” “Paviowa 
in Carmen Ballet,” and “Bacchante.” 
Many of these are represented by 
several trial proofs in which the ar- 
tist reveals his careful manner of de- 
veloping the first impressions. 
Ruazicka’s Rise Rapid. 
Ruzicka, born im Bohemia, 
brought to America when a child 
He was apprentiged to a wood en- 
graver in Chicago in 1897, and re- 
-eived a thorough training. In 13°07 
he began engraving his own desicns © 
and since that time his rise as an 
original artist has been rapid. His 
favorite subjects are the buildings, 
old and new. of New York and other 
Eastern cities. He engraves with 
rare charm historic early buildines.

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One Night the Indians Attacked Deerfield. 


By HENDRIK VAN LOON, 
Author of ‘‘The Story of Mankind.’’

N the year 1701 war between the two great rivals broke out| 
Jone more and again France and Spain and England and Hol- 
land began to look for allies. On the American contigent the 
struggle now took a more definite shape. The English colonies 
were beginning to be prosperous and the British Government saw 
@ vague light upon the distant horizon of business profit. 
To the King of France a colony still was a private domain— 
@ sort of large shooting preserve inhabited by dutiful subjects 
and equally dutiful partridges. But many of the British ministers 
had been recruited from among the merchant class and they ap- 
- preciated the chance of making an honest shilling where only 
. nnies had grown before. Hence their insistence that Canada 
be conquered and ‘added to the other English colonies lest the 
near presence of so many Catholics agd Jesuits prove dangerous 
to the doctrines held by the English settlers. : 
For the moment they were kept busy in the southern colonies. 
Spain was an ally of France and when war broke out her armies 
attacked South Carolina. But the South Carolinians made friends 
with the Indians who still roamed through the forests of that 
region and the Indians (who did not care whom they killed as 
long as they were well paid for their services) turned against the 
Spaniards and drove them away. A dittle later an attagk by 
water on Charleston ended in the destruction of several French 
men-of-war and that was the end of the Spanish peril. Meanwhile, 
in the North, the other side, the French, had offered the larger 
bribe to the Indians and a sudden attack on the village of Deerfield 
on a miserably cold night in February of the year 1704 had netted 
- the Indians 43 scalps and more than 100 prisoners. These prisoners 
the Indians had taken with them into the wilderness. Two dozen 
of the poor creatures who could not walk fast enough were butch- 
ered in cold blood. Of the others only a few returned many years 
later. | 
Seven years later the English tried to make up for the lost 
time and opportunities by dispatching a large fleet and 12,000 men 
to Quebec. But the expedition had been placed under command of 
a civilian who happened to be the brother of! the favorite court- 
gossip of good Queen Anne. Nothing was accomplished and 
Qucbec remained safely in French hands. A 
On the European continent, however, the English were more 
fortunate. When peace was made in Utrecht in the year 1713, 
England obtained Nova Scotia and New Foundland and France 
recognized the British claim to the territory around the great bay 
which Henry Hudson had discovered upon his last and fatal voyage 
But best of all (from a purely economic point of view) the 
peace of Utrecht gave the English skippers the ‘‘monopoly of the 
slave trade to South America’’ for a period of 30-years. In those 
days no one regarded this Business as objectionable. It was 
extremel¥ profitable both for the owners of the ship and for the 
crew. It caused an enormous boom in colonial enterprises and 
made many people rich and happy.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 25.— 


When I first arrived in Constantino- 
ple I was bewildered by the beauty 
of it, by the complication and the 
individuality of it, by the chaos oc- 
casioned by interallie@ control. I saw 


Constantinople, but I did not see 
Turkey. 
Today I see, and I begin to under- 


stand. Almost the greatest phenome- 
non of our age, after the Russian 
révolution, is the spirit of Turkish 
nationalism. It is genuine, it is im- 
mense. Consider that these people 
were beaten in the World War, bad- 
ly eaten. They were poverty-strick- 
en, dispirited and crushed, and when 
the Oriental is downhearted he is 
véry down. They were to such an 
extent in extremis that they begged 
for an American mandate. They were 
willing, even anxious, to be a pro- 
tectorate of the United States, but the 
United States refused. 

Then cAme England with hgr army 
of mite oi Engli4gd, although 
an enemy, meant safety to the Turks.

Dear McSocrates: 

You remember, perhaps, dear master, that a 
few days ago, as ye sat side by side listening to 
the wisdom of that Indian yogi, Prof. Joshi, at 
the Guild of the Artists. we were forced to nod 
‘n approbation when the wise man held up for 
contrast our mechanical communism (much to 
its detraction) with the beautiful individualism 
of the Indian philosophers. You remember, per- 
haps. also, his dicta concerning truth. Truth, 
said the wise man. was infinite; individual as- 
pects of this Truth lay walting only to be dis- 
covered by that serene mind whose superb sym- 
pathies would enable him to pierce the unruf- 
fled complacency of its limitiessness. Tha oc- 
cidental notion of the invention of a new thing 
or of a new truth was largely discounted. We 
felt badly over this. Socrates, as_we felt badly 
over the imputation that perhaps our music 
with its cacophonic chromatics and its diffuse 
harmonies, lacked the philosophic composure 
and certainty of the Oriental’s melody-types 
with their countless individual appoggiaturas 
left to the discretion of the individual musician. 
Certainly it was a bad night for things Occi- 
dental. We worried over it. All around us we 
saw evidences that our Western kultur was cer- 
tainly much to the bad. Nowhere could we find 
any tendency to the zoomorphic interpretation 
of ideas—our artists being everywhere bound 
by the exigencies of form and line and sanity: 
nowhere could we find tn the historical afchives 
mention of an Occidental monarch so impressed 
with the slaughter of enemies on the battlefield 
as to venture the remark, as did the Rajah Ash- 
okah of Indian fame, that henceforth he would 
devote himself to the conquest of the hearts of 
his enemies. We were, indeed, somewhat pressed 
to find tn the archives any mention of a mon- 
arch near the battlefields. Nowhere could we 
find those illusive “curves of sound” so dear to 
the heart of the Hindu, in our jazzy world: nor 
could we find a single soul whose being was a 
disciplined rhythm. It looked very bad for us. 
my dear Socrates. 

But today, O master, I fqund the answer to 
the yogi'’s imputations!
